The room they weat 
Into waa a badk root"; don't known what waa in 
it; 1 waa in two rooiaa where here waa a are. Fa 
the baekroomahey enid the worid'e people moat 
not go, Dammon aaid the meeting, waa to be a, 
private meeting and they wanted no one to coma 
Mi unless thny believed aa be did in the Advent 
doctrine. I did go m them ; 1 vaent to oattafy my- 
lelf what waa done. I had no heetile feeling* a> 
gainst them. Prisoner lived on hia follower*? 

Wrn« C. Cronny, E*o> t**tr6ed. He waa at 
the meeting on Saturday night, from about 7 to 9 
o'clock. Them waa a woatan on the floor who 
lay on her back with a pillow under her head; ahe 
would oceaaieeaMy aroaae op and toll a vieioa 
which ahe aaid wee repealed to her. They would 
at timea all be talking at once, haiUoinj at tbe top 
of their voice*; aome of them aaid there waa too 
aiech ain there. After the eeeaatioa of the noiae, 
Dammon got Up and we* more coherent; he com- 
plained of thee* that came there who did not be- 
lieve in Ihe eoSreot doctrine. Al one time Dam- 
mon aaid there were hog* there not belonging to 
the hand and pointed at him and auid, I mean 
yau, air. 3ubaequentW he addree*cd him again; 
aaid, yea cad 1 1 drive a* oat of town; he atared 
him in the fuce and enid, I am an honeet man, or 
I could not look yon in the face, and you have 
heir * bra** at yow could nortoot am in the bee. 
Dammon aakl if he we* owner of tbe bout*, h* 
would compel ell unbeliever* to leave it; they were 
netting aad laying on the floor promkcoontly, and 
were exceedingly noiay. Dy apella it waa the 
noiaieet 1 ever attended. He bad aeen them ia 
group* Lagging and heaving each other. Once 
aaw Cider Hall with hit boot* off*, and the women 
would go and kiaa hia feet. One girl made a 
•fUnek, bet did not bit bit foot with her Ope, Hall 
•aid, •He that la aaharrred of me before men him 
will I be aahamed of before my father and the ho- 
ly angola. She then gave hia feet a nam bar of 
kiaeea. 

Loton Lambert tea tided that he attended a 
meeting one evening latery* end that Dammon waa 
wary abusive; caltajl all other deaotninationa liara, 
muideretn, &c A woman waa present, who pre* 
tended to havo vtakma, and who waa bla*ph*moo*- 
ly tailed fee Imitation of Chrui She waa aaid 
to be from Portland. Her name wen Ellen Har- 
mon. 8 he told Mr* Woodbury ahe* meat be bap- 
tteed, org* to hell. Mr* W. concluded to be bap- 
tieed. A STm Dorinda Baker, oj Orrington, fig- 
aired largely. 8he told Launhert he waa the devil 
and woatd go io bell! 8 be *ebe*a|nently went 
into the bod room with n man, whom they called 
Elder White, end when they come oat they were 
bagging each other. Mam Btaker then went to on* 
Door*, and they kieeed each other*, 
they went to the water and baptised, 
ioniat, Mim Harmon, lying on the floor several 
hour*— from 7 h> 1 o'clock, that night. Part of 
the time Ikammon lay on tbe floor* on hia beck. 
BWer While said if the Almighty had any thing 
to reveaJ, he revealed it to M im H. She acted aa 
mediator. 

Deacon Jam** II owe testified thai prisoner 
stood *p in the floor and aaid, whUe I stand here, 
men nor dentteennnot hart yen. lie had known 
him for 20 to 90 years, and his character was good 
till recently. 

J ere B. Creen testified, that in the meeting be 
attended, he aaw men wash women's feet, &c.— 
a lder D. wnatnn pre* Wing Elder. He saw Dam- 
mon kiss Mrs Orborit. 

Ebon Trendy teatifted that prisoner told him.be 
must live oa them that had property— and if God 
did not oome, then they moat all go to work to- 
gether. 

The first witness offered by the defence, was 
J at, Ayer, Ir. He deeiasl that a man went into 
tbe bed room walk Mian Baker. He is an advea- 
tiat, and sell it waa a port of theit faith to km 
each ether— and that they bad Bible authority for 
it lie admitted that prisoner had no other nosi- 
nes* than to attend meeting*. Dammon admit- 
ted he had a apintnal wile, and waa glad of it.— 
He understood Miss Harmon had a vktoo at Port- 
land, and was travelling through the country rou- 
ting iu 

Job Moody, one of the brethren, affirmed, that 
prisoner had repeatedly urged upon them tbe ne- 
cessity of emitting nil Ubor. 11* affirmed that 
D'a character was good* Aa for himself, be had 
been serving Urn Lord and bainmsring against 
the devil ef late. 

George Woodbury affirmed he believed in Mies 
Harmon's wskna, because she told hia wife's 
feelings correctly. It wan his impression that pri- 
oner kissed hia wife. Believed the world will 
come to an end wi'htn two month* ; prisoner 
preach** to. Thia is the faith ef the band. It 
waa aaid, and he believed, the sisters 


Other* of the band testified to prisoner's p>od 
chamcter, und one (Motrson) thnt they sat on tbe 
floor In order to convene more peop»e. 

Thomas Proctor teswilled that priaoaer confessed 
to hhn that Mim Baker bad an exercise in UiO bed 
room, and be went in and helped her out. 

Elder Fluvel Bar Unit, teatilXed »hat prisoner did 
not belong to the Pree-\ViU. Bapiiat Church, and 
wan not ia fellowship with them. 

Joseph Knights, of Garland, testified that he at- 
tended one of Dammon VMeiting* at Ganand. lie 
behaved well till meeting waa over, and then he 
Ml to kissing and hugging a girl. In Garluwl, it 
ia common report that ho is a disturber of the 
peace. 

Moch other testimony was received, pro und 
eon, of a similar character, and the prisoner open- 
ed bis defence. He cited Luke 7, 36; John 13; 
last cbap. in Romans. Pfeillipians 4th; 1st Thrte. 
6th chap. J. 8. Holmee assisted him in h;a de- 
fence- O. L. Chandler, and H. O. Morrison ar- 
gued the cause for the State; 

Plinoner again arose, and read the 0O|h and 
126th Psalm. He argued that tlie day of grace 
had gone by, that the believers were reduced, but 
that tliare were too many yet, and that the end of 
the world would come within a week. 

The prisoner was sentenced to ten days in lbs 
House of Correction : from which sentence he ap- 
pealed. 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, and 
whils the Court was waiting for the Counsel to 
come in, prisoner and hia wianeasea aaked permia- 
eion, and aung that by tun, by John Craig, begin- 
ning— 

"While I waa down in Etypt'* land, 
1 heard iny Saviour waa al band; 
Tli* midnight cry we* t*ueding, 
A«kI I wanted to be tree, 
He 1 left my iormet brethren 
To*ottnd the jubilee."

It is indeed a melancholy reflection, 
and wed deserving the attention of the humane, 
bow thia wild fire may be stepped, oar youth pra- 
ted from pollution, those saved who are not 
utterly ruined — and those turned, recovered if 
an beam. We commend to ahe attention of all, 
ilic authentic*, and private citizen*, thia evil 
in our midst; and pray success may attend then* 
eta to abate it, and prevent its spread and des- 
olating eoneeqeencee.
